WASHINGTON (AP) - In a deci­ 
sion ou tlaw ing re v e rs e d is ­ 
crimination in priv ate employ ment, 
the Su preme Cou rt ru led today that 
whites as well as blacks hav e protec­ 
tion u nder the law against preferen­ 
tial treatment becau se of their race. 
The cou rt said that the Civ il Rights 
Act of 1964 is “not limited to dis­ 
crimination against members of any 
particu lar race.' The decision was 
u nanimou s, bu t Ju stices By ron White 
and William Rehnqu ist took ex ­ 
ception to a small part of the ru ling. 
So-called rev erse discrimination — 
preferential treatment for racial 
minorities — is a national sore ru b­ 
bed raw by competition for su ch 
things as employ ment and edu ­ 
cation. 
In a case inv olv ing rev erse dis­ 
crimination two y ears ago, the cou rt 
by a 5 to 4 v ote declined to ru le 
whether the Univ ersity of Wahington 
Law School v iolated the Constitu tion 
when it tu rned down a white ap­ 
plicant. The applicant, Marco 
DeFu nis Jr., said the law school 
rejected him and admitted less 
qu alified and disad v antaged 
minority stu dents. 
In today s ru ling, the cou rt said the 
Civ il Rights Act “prohibits racial 
discrimination against the white 
petitioners in this case u pon the 
same standards as wou ld be ap­ 
plicable were they Negroes.’’ 
The case inv olv ed three employ es, 
two white and one black, of the Santa 
Fe Trail Transportation Co. L.N. 
MacDonald, a tru ck driv er, and Ray ­ 
mond L. Laird, a dock foreman, 
were charged with misappropri­ 
ating ten cases of antifreeze in Sep­ 
tember 1970 at the company ’s term­ 
inal in Hou ston 
Charles Jackson, another em­ 
ploy e, also was charged. Su b­ 
sequ ently , MacDonald and Laird, 
who are white, were fired 
Bu t 
Jackson, who is black, was not. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jimmy 
Carter has now collected enou gh 
committed conv ention delegates to 
giv e him the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination, an Associated Press 
su rv ey shows.

After fo u r sp eech less years 
In So u th lan d 
Pomona girl can wa lk , ta lk again

With su pport, Kimberly Ay ers can 
walk. And, after fou r speechless 
y ears, she can talk. 
Kimberly , 15, Pomona, is the 
dy stonia patient who was flown to 
New York in April for brain su rgery 
at St. Barnabas Hospital in Bronx . 
Pu blic donations totaling $17,000 
pou red in to pay costs. 
Six ty -day s ago, the brown-ey ed 
girl was rigid, withou t speech and 
strapped to her bed at Angel View 
Crippled Children’s Hospital, Desert 
Hot Springs. 
The delicate su rgery was per­ 
formed by Dr. I S. Cooper on May 19. 
Kimberly was in the operating 
room one hou r and 45 minu tes, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Fay e Barnes of 
Pomona, her mother. She was not 
giv en a general anesthesia, bu t 
responded to qu estions from the doc­ 


tor du ring the operation. 
‘ Almost immediately her left arm 
responded and she cou ld raise it,” 
Mrs. Barnes said. “Within a few 
day s her left leg straightened ou t and 
she cou ld control it. 
“Then she began to whisper. Now 
she's talking, in a whisper-like v oice, 
abou t ev ery thing.” 
Kimberly , a normal child u ntil age 
10 and a fou rth-grader at Washington 
Elementary School in Pomona, had 
lost her powers of speech following a 
su rgery performed fou r y ears ago at 
UCLA, her mother said. 
“She did not forget how to talk,” 
said Mrs. Barnes. “She is alert and 
planning for the fu tu re. She wants to 
be well. She has a boy friend who is 16 
and a v olu nteer at the hospital 
With braces she can walk, and she 


is receiv ing therapy ev ery day back 
at Angel View hospital. 
“ Dr. Cooper wants her back in 
Nov ember for another su rgery which 
he thinks will free her right side, 
the mother said. 
Mrs. Barnes said the su rgeon told 
of one dy stonia patient who had had 
sev en brain su rgeries and now is 
completely normal. Dy stonia is 
described as ov eractiv e motor con­ 
trol, which cau ses the body to 
become rigid. 
Early last spring, doctors at Angel 
View told Mrs Barnes the su rgery 
was necessary to sav e Kimberly ’s 
life, becau se her condition was 
deteriorating Mrs Barnes made an 
appeal for pu blic su pport in a 
Progress Bu lletin story in Janu ary . 
“ After this su rgery , when Kim 


realized she cou ld not walk withou t 
su pport, she cried with disap­ 
pointment,” said Mrs Barnes. “I ex ­ 
plained that withou t the su rgery she 
cou ld hav e died, that it sav ed her 
life. 
“ Dr. Cooper said the Nov ember 
su rgery wou ld take only a cou ple of 
day s, becau se all the tests hav e been 
m ade. He is optim istic abou t 
recov ery for Kim, and so am I 
Mrs Barnes said the doctor’s fee 
for the su rgery was $2,000 and the 
hospital gav e Kim a flat rate of $150 
a day She was in the hospital fiv e 
weeks 
“ I will nev er be able to thank 
ev ery one who helped make it all pos­ 
sible for Kim,” said Mrs Barnes. 
“ Bu t I know it cou ldn’t hav e hap­ 
pened withou t their help.”

A bill to prov ide $4 billion in loan 
gu arantees is awaiting action from 
the Hou se Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee. 
At the top of the priority list, 
shou ld the com m ittee OK the 
measu re and Congress pass it, is a 
$1.2 billion gu arantee for the 
dev elopment of a coal gassification 
plant in northwestern New Mex ico. 
The committee is ex pected to act 
on the measu re soon. 
According to a spokesman for 
Tex as Eastern Transmission Corp., 
one of two parent companies work­ 
ing to constru ct the plant, the gas­ 
sification operation wou ld produ ce 
250 million cu bic feet of sy nthetic 
natu ral gas a day . 
Abou t 75 per cent of that wou ld be 
mov ed to California residents v ia 
Pacific Lighting Co. (owner of 
Sou thern California Gas Co.). The 
other 25 per cent wou ld be 
transferred to the Midwest, ac­ 
cording to Jerry Verkler, Tex as 
Eastern spokesman. 
“We hav e hopes of bu ilding fou r 
plants . . 
Verkler said, “that 
wou ld prov ide one billion cu bic feet 
of gas a day .” 
A measu re to prov ide $6 billion in 
loan gu arantees for sy nthetic fu el 
dev elopment was approv ed last y ear 
by the Senate, bu t died on the floor of 
the Hou se. This y ear the Hou se has 
drafted its own $4 billion proposal 
and is waiting for action from the 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee 
Verkler is confident the bill will 
ev entu ally pass and be sent on to the

Harris tria/ ju ro rs feelin g a little uneasy 


LOS ANGELES (AP) "It just gives you an uneasy, 
creepy feeling,” says a prospective woman juror who 
heard about a threat in the William and Emily Harris 
trial. 
"Based upon what you have heard,” said Superior Court 
Judge Mark Brandler, "do you feel you can serve fairly 
and fearlessly as a juror in this case?” 
"I'm not sure about fearlessly,” the woman said softly. 
“ ...I’m in doubt of whether I would be fearful.” 
But the woman was allowed to remain as a prospect as 
were 13 other potential jurors who heard about an 
anonymous phone call to Arnold Greene’s wife. 
Greene, a potential juror until Thursday, told other 
jurors and later the judge of the ominous call to his wife 
from "a young sounding female voice.” 
"If your husband shows up in court tomorrow,” the 
voice allegedly said, "someone in your family is going on 
a long vacation and not coming back 
Brandler said the call was "most probably a prank" but 
quizzed each prospect on how it might have affected their 
thinking about the Harrises. He also decreed that from 
now on, it would be best for news media not to mention 
jurors’ names in the papers 
Greene was excused from the panel. 
Several of the 14 prospects who admitted knowledge of

the threat said they heard it via "a rumor” which swept 
the panel after Greene spilled the story to two or three 
others during breakfast in the courthouse cafeteria. 
" I don’t feel that the defendants had anything to do with 
it,” said the woman who spoke of a creepy feeling. "But 
I'd like to know more about the phone call.” 
The judge declined to give panelists more details. 
Chief defense attorney Leonard Weinglass said later 
that the prosecution had offered to dismiss the prospec­ 
tive panel of 40, but the defense declined. 
His comments came in response to the judge’s com­ 
plaint that defense questioning of prospective jurors was 
taking too long. 
“ We are not interested in prolonging these 
proceedings,” said Weinglass. "If we were, we would 
have accepted the suggestion to dismiss the panel, and we 
would have had to start from scratch ...We just saved the 
court two or three days. ” 
Brandler’s complaint came as the fourth day of jury 
selection concluded without any permanent panelists yet 
chosen to hear the kidnaping, robbery and assault case. 
Weinglass ended the day with an in-depth probe of one 
woman’s feelings about Patricia Hearst. 
The woman, a retired U S 
Defense Department 
worker, insisted repeatedly she had no views about the 


Harrises, Miss Hearst or the SLA and had ignored 
publicity about them. 
But further questioning by Weinglass prompted her to 
remember a notorious photo of Miss Hearst holding a 
machine gun. 
"I didn’t think it was her,” the woman said. "...I didn t 
think she would do anything like that.” 
Weinglass used the exchange as an example of the 
necessity for deep probing to discover possibly hidden 
prejudices. 
The Harrises have been concerned about juror attitudes 
toward Miss Hearst and to their membership in the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army. 
Harris's legal advisor, Mark Rosenbaum, asked the 
woman prospect her reactions to the 1974 SLA shootout 
with police which left six members of the group dead 
Q. Did you hear about the SLA being in a shootout with 
police? 
A. Afterwards. 
Q. Do you have any feelings about that. 
A. My feelings are neutral. 
Q. Are your feelings also neutral about the police in­ 
volvement? 
A. No comments. 
Q. What do you mean by that? 


A The police were doing their duty. 
Q Was the SLA also doing its duty9 
A. As they saw it. 
. . . 
She added, "The police performed their work and duty 
and protecting the citizens, and I have no feeling toward 
the SLA until proven to the contrary.” 
When an argument ensued at day s end over further 
questioning of the prospect, William Harris, serving as 
his own attorney, spoke up. 
"I can see there’s a phenomenon taking place in this 
courtroom,” he said "...We have a lot of people who are 
really dying to get on this jury. 
"Most people don't like to be on juries. Why sit here and 
get $5 a day9 It's the middle of the summer, 1976. People 
have planned vacations, 
said Harris. 
"Yet people will tell us they’re ready to serve and they 
will say they’ve read nothing about this case.” 
", What we have here." he concluded, "is people wno 
want to get on the jury because it’s something to do. It’s a 
big case. But that's not fair for them to refuse to talk 
about their bias.”

Weinglass declared. "I have to probe further...! ask the 
court to let us proceed as we have been. I intend to con­ 
tinue to proceed that way.”

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The As­ 
sembly prepared today to tackle the 
$12.8 billion, 1976-77 state budget and 
a $250 million school finance package 
linked to the budget negotiations 
The stage was set for a major floor 
fight on the school money bill, which 
Democratic Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. 
promised to sign if it reached his 
desk without major amendments. 
Pressure was mounting for action 
on both m easures because 
legislators were scheduled to begin a 
month-long legislative recess today 
A key part of the school finance bill 
was a countywide property tax in­ 
volving a multimillion dollar tax 
shift in which many richer districts 
would pay more and many poorer 
districts would pay less. 
But several legislative observers 
said the countywide tax provision 
had little chance of staying in the bill 
because of opposition among both 
Republicans and Democrats. 
In many ways the intense dispute 
was reminiscent of similar budget 
battles in past years when last- 
minute demands by one faction or 
another bogged down final passage 
of the budget. 


"It's like an Africian fertility 
dance,” one legislator observed, 
referring to the ritual involved as the 
two parties emptied the chamber for 
closed-door meetings on school 
finance and the budget. 


The school finance issue was tied 
to budget negotiations by Assembly 
Republicans after the spending plan 
failed Tuesday by eight votes to get 
the the two-thirds majority needed 
for passage. 


The GOP leaders in the lower 
house said they wanted $310 million 
more for local school district support 
and property tax relief. 
They said Brown had to sign a 
school bill before they would con­ 
sider voting for the budget, which the 
state Senate approved Thursday by 
the bare margin needed, 27-6. 
There are 54 Democrats in the As­ 
sembly — the number needed to pass 
the budget. 
But at least one, Assemblyman 
Ken Meade, D-Berkeley, said he 
would not vote for it until a satisfac­ 
tory school finance bill was approved 
because schools in his district 
needed money desperately.

power handed this commission with 
no guidelines to follow, no fixed 
membership and the minimum of 
technical guidance. " 
The commission's recent involve­ 
ment in the development of the park 
is concurrent with its attempt to con­ 
trol the development of several 
tracts in the area east of the Cable 
Airport, somewhat within the flight 
pattern of the airport. 
Until a commission member spoke 
up at the April 20 meeting, most of 
the council members were unaware 
of the existence of the group. 
The commission had been inactive 
during the last few years for lack of 
budget and staff. Its critics say the 
commission still lacks specific rules 
and direction 
But, according to City Atty. Don 
Maroney, the commission has the 
power to conduct hearings and make 
recommendations to cities concern­ 
ing growth around airports.

SACRAM ENTO (A P ) - The 
California Lands Commission has 
adopted provisions of the state 
coastal plan that would open up all 
beaches to the public. 


State Controller Ken Cory, the 
commission chairman, said it is em­ 
powered by existing law to have ex­ 
clusive jurisdiction over the coast 
from the high tide line to three miles 
offshore 


This action makes the com­ 
mission the first state agency direct­ 
ly supporting the California Coastal 
Conservation Plan produced last 
year under a four-year-old voter 
mandate. 


The commission, which already 
has one lawsuit pending involving a 
Malibu area beach, will act to 
remove all fencing of private 
beaches that cross the tide line, said 
Bob Hight, commission counsel. 
Hight said in an interview Thurs­ 
day one of the coastal plan’s goals is 
to ensure the public of access to 
beaches, and "there should be no 
private beaches from the high water 
mark ” 
A bill aimed at maintaining a 
coastal commission, which expires 
Dec. 31, has been killed (Mice in the 
legislature. 
Efforts to revive a bill to im­ 
plement the coastal plan were under 
way Thursday with amendments to 
make two bills — one in the Senate 
and one in the Assembly — resemble 
the killed coastal bill.

BAKERSFIELD (A P)—Kern County has plenty of 
sunshine, so why not save thousands of dollars annually in 
electric bills and operate a mountaintop communications 
link with solar power? 
A solar screen costing about $75,000 will go into daily 
operation by mid-October atop 4,800-foot Blue Mountain 
in northeastern Kern County. It will supply electricity for 
a microwave link, part of the county’s new communica­ 
tions system. 
General Services Director Jim Logan said he believes 
the solar-powered station is the first of its kind to operate 
in the state. 
And a communcations trade publication says the 
project is the biggest such radio site using sun power to be 
placed into use in the United States. 
Gene Green, communications superintendent, said 
15,000 solar ceils make up the 600-square-foot panel that 
will charge 60 long-life batteries. The panel is now being 
tested by Spectrolab, a Southern California firm working 
on the project. 
For Kern County, going solar was simply a matter of 
economics, Logan said. 
A totally new communications system for fire and law 
enforcement was sparked by two major forest fires that 
broke out almost simultaneously in the county’s rugged 
mountain area in September 1970, Logan said 
Those fires which destroyed more than 58,000 acres of 
grass and timberland, swamped communications on both 
fire fronts, resulting in costly delays as fire bosses tried 
to relay commands to scattered groups of fire fighters 
Shortly afterward, the go-ahead was given to build a 
new communications system costing $3.4 million, Logan 
said 
Seven hilltop sites are being outfitted with microwave 
links that will pick up radio traffic from the most isolated 
portions of the 8.000-square-rnile county for transmission 
to a control center in Bakersfield. 
Of the seven sites. Blue Mountain was the most in­ 
accessible. Southern California Edison agreed to string a 
power line to the site, but the price of $100,000 plus a 
$10,000 per year user fee was considered prohibitive. 
In addition, a cattle rancher protested the proposed 
power line since it would have to cross his property. 
After calculating the cost, solar power looked like a 
bargain, Logan said. It would be $25.000 cheaper to build 
and there wouldn’t be a $10,000 per year bill 
Before placing the solar screen on the mountain, 
Spectrolab ran a computer analysis of the average 
number of sunlight days to determine the screen’s size, 
Green said. 
The firm also used a computer to set the proper angle 
for the screen to receive a maximum amount of sunlight. 
Kern County officials said the county receives only 
general clouds during winter storms and periodic valley 
fog, but sunshine generally prevails throughout the area. 
Logan said the solar cells may not be able to keep the 
microwave link in operation full time if it receives heavy 
use. 
" It ’s backed up by an auxiliary generator that 
automatically starts if the power level falls below a cer­ 
tain point. If we get a big fire or a lot of communications 
use, then we might need the backup,” he said.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The state 
Senate has rejected a plan to give a 
special commission the power to 
recommend salaries and benefits for 
legislators, judges and constitutional 
officers. 
Senate President pro tern James 
Mills, D-San Diego, blamed the 
defeat Thursday on intense lobbying 
by judges. 
"They’ve got such a sweetheart 
deal that they don't want to lose it,” 
he said of the automatic cost-of- 
living increase that jurists get each 
year. 
Supporters had hoped to put the 
constitutional amendment on the 
November ballot, but it died on an 18- 
18 vote even though it had been 
watered down earlier Thursday in a 
conference committee. 
The same measure was approved 
by the Assembly 74-1, but Mills said 
there was no hope of reviving it in 
the Senate. 
Amendment supporters said the 
measure was designed to end a con­ 
flict of-interest situation in which 
legislators can grant themselves pay 
raises. 
But under the final version of the 
measure, a temporary commission 
could only recommend salary and 
benefit levels ior lawmakers, judges, 
the governor and other constitutional 
officers. 
The commission could suggest 
raising or lowering salaries and 
benefits, but it could not reduce an 
official’s retirement benefits. 
Those proposals would not take ef- 
fect unless ratified by the 
legislature. 
The pre-conference committee 
version of the bill gave lawmakers 
no say over the commission's action.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The En­ 
vironmental 
Protection 
Ag ency 
says a major nuclear power plant, ac­ 
cident could kill two to 10 times more 
persons than estim ated by the 
federal ag ency that licenses atomic 
plants. 
A detailed EPA review also says 
the chances for such a nuclear power 
disaster may be several hundred 
times g reater than estimated in the 
Nuclear Reg ulatory Commission's 
“Rasmussen Report.” 


But the EPA said the Rasmussen 
report is probably not that far off 
base when it calculated that such an 


accident mig ht occur only once in a 
billion y ears of reactor operations. 


If that unlikely accident occurred, 
the Rasmussen study said, it would 
q uickly kill some 3.300 people and 
cause perhaps 10 times as many — 
33,000 — delayed cancer deaths over 
the next 20 to 30 y ears 


The worst defect in the NRC study 
was its estimate of the health effects 
from such a reactor accident that 
would release larg e am ounts 
radioactive material, according to 
the EPA review. The review was 
made 'available to The Associated 
Press Thursday. 


But the EPA said the long term Lm 
pact could be two to 10 times g reater 
than forecast — in other words, the 
accident mig ht cause anywhere from 
66,000 to 330.000 delay ed cancer 
deaths The EPA said it was unable 
to tell how much hig her the im­ 
mediate death rate mig ht be 
The Rasmussen report said that 
for that kind of accident to occur, 
numerous reactor safety systems 
would have to fail. The disaster 
scenario would involve a meltdown 
of the reactor s atomic core, causing 
a rupture in the thick containment 
shell and release of a radioactive 
cloud over a densely populated area 


The NRC report was compiled in a 
3-year. $3-million study by a panel of 
experts headed by Norman C 
Rasmussen, a Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technolog y professor 
When the Rasmussen panel issued its 
first-draft in Aug ust 1974. the EPA 
and other critics contended some ac­ 
cident estimates and risk odds were 
too low The fig ures were revised up­ 
ward before the final report was is­ 
sued last Oct. 30 
The NRC and the nuclear industry 
have interpreted the Rasmussen 
report as a vote of confidence in in­ 
creased use of nuclear power Reac­ 
tors now produce less than 10 per 


cent of U.S. energ y 
There have been no radiation 
fatalities from any of the nearly five 
dozen commençai nuclear plants 
operating in the United States 


The EPA also raised doubts about 
whether officials could q uickly 
evacuate a larg e population from the 
path of a radioactive cloud, and 
whether hospitals could cope with 
casualties from a nuclear accident 


The Rasmussen study seemed to 
estimate that some 5,000 people 
would need “ heroic 
(extensive 
emerg ency) medical care, the El1 A 
said 


“Since there are perhaps only 12 
hospitals in the United States which 
could provide hemic treatment to, at 
most, 50-150 people, this leaves about 
4,900 people without such treat­ 
ment,” says the EPA. 
The heroic 
treatment scenario would appear to 
be impractical ” 
The EPA review has no im­ 
mediate leg al impact nn the NRCs 
issuance of licenses for atomic 
power plants, but it could g enerate 
increased pressure on the NRC to 
step up safety studies 


The NRC has made no formal rep­ 
ly, so far, to the EPA review

Court, also said the ABA restric- 


tions have restrained lawyers from 
making leg al services readily avail­ 
able, such as throug h the develop­ 
ment and advertising of leg al clinics 
and prepaid leg al plans 
The ABA. with headq uarters in 
Chicag o, is the country ’s larg est 
professional association of lawyers 
with a membership of about 200,000 
Deleg ates to its February conven­ 
tion in Philadelphia voted to permit 
limited advertising of fees and 
specialists by lawyers in ABA direc­ 
tories or ABA telephone books, but 
not in eounsumer publications. 


The policy, subject to approval by 
state bar associations, allows 
lawyers to include some informa­ 
tion. such as their specialities, in the 
yellow pag e* of telephone books 
Consumexs Union said after the 
Philadelphia convention It would 
continue with a lawsuit it has filed

Transatlantic exercises became 
annual events a fte r the U.S. 


withdrew 33,000 Army and Air Force 
troops from West Germany in 1968 
To ease European concern, U.S. of­ 
ficials promised to reg ard those un 
its returned to the United States as 
still directly committed to defense of 
the NATO area and to send those un 
its back periodically for maneuvers 
In the y ears since, the Army has 
flown to Germany each autumn ele­ 
ments of the 1st Infantry Division 
from F t Riley, Kan . along with ar­ 
mor, artillery and various types of 
support units 
For the most part, these troops 
take with them only lig ht weapons 
and eq uipment Once in Germany, 
the troops use tanks, cannon and 
other heavy g ear from stocks stored 
there especially for the U.S. based 
outfits earmarked for deployment 
to 


Europe in emerg encies. 
This time, the Army intends to 
send two brig ades of the 101st Air As­ 
sault Division instead of units of the 
convenUonal 1st Infantry Division 
The 101st is based in Ft. Campbell, 
Ky. 
The Air Assault Division, with 416 
helicopters, was desig ned as a fast 
striking unit whose troops could be 
lifted by helicopter ag ainst the 
flanks or rear of Soviet divisions 
In addition to its rocket-finng 
helicopters, the division uses other 
types of helicopters to lift lig ht­ 
weig ht artillery to support the divi­ 
sion infantry after it lands The divi­ 
sion has no tanks. 
Army planners say the exercise 
will provide what one g eneral called 
“a long overdue demonstration 
of 


U.S. ability to move eq uipment by- 
sea to “marry up” with troops flown 
to the European theater 
There has been no sealift for the 
past maneuvers. 
Maj. Gen Edward Meyer, a top 
Army operations specialist, told 
Cong ress the planned maneuver will 
be “the first extensive test” of the 
concept that European allies should 
provide support for arriving U S 
troops The concept is the basis for 
U S efforts to reduce American sup­ 
port forces in Europe. Meyer said 
This will be the first time that U S 
troops and m aterial will cross 
throug h the N etherlands and 
Belg ium en route to the annual tran­ 
satlantic exercises in Germany, he 
added 


LBJ suspected Castro linked to JFK slaying 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new report that President 
Lyndon B Johnson suspected Fidel Castro was linked to 
the assassination of John F. Kennedy is “a sig nificant 
piece of information,” Sen. Richard S. Schweiker says. 


ABC News Commentator Howard K. Smith revealed 
Thursday that Johnson once said to him in private, “ I’ll 
tell you something that will rock you ... Kennedy was try ­ 
ing to g et to Castro, but Castro g ot to him first ” 
Smith said, “ I was rocked all rig ht. I beg g ed for details. 
He refused, saying it will all come out one day .” 
Smith said he took notes on tl|e conversation, but kept 
them confidential With renenewed speculation about the 
assassination, “I feel justified in recounting it publicly 
now,” he said. 


Several Johnson aides and journalists reported last 
y ear that Johnson dropped similar hints to them that he 
suspected a Cuban link to Lee Harvey Oswald, whom the 
Warren Commission said acted alone in the Kennedy slay­ 
ing . 


Schweiker, a Pennsylvania Republican, directed a 
Senate intellig ence committee probe into the Nov. 22. 
1963, assassination Its report, released Wednesday, said 
the CIA and FBI covered up crucial information in their 
investig ation of the assassination The report said the ( LA 
did not tell the Warren Commission about its plots ag ainst 
Castro’s life, which the Cuban premier apparently knew 
about. 
Johnson, who died in 1973, told CBS anchorman Walter 
Cronkite in a September I960 interview. “I can’t honestly 
say that I’ve ever been completely relieved of the fact 
that there mig ht have been international connections” in 
the assassination. At Johnson s req uest. CBS did not 
broadcast that portion of the interview 
But it broadcast the remarks in April 1975 after new­ 
spaper columnist Marianne Means reported that Johnson 
told her a y ear before his death that he thoug ht Oswald 
acted alone, but was under either "the influence or the 
orders” of Castro Onetime Johnson aides Jose 
Califano and Lee Janos also have cited similar 
Joseph 
specula-

Schweiker said, “It's pretty obvious to me that Presi­ 
dent Johnson wanted history to know something that he 
knew ... I believe important new leads to a breakthroug h 
can and will be developed from people coming forward 
with fresh infohnation ’ 
A source close to the Senate investig ation theorized 
Johnson may have been reluctant to air his suspicions in 
the White House for fear of raising cries for U S. retalia­ 
tion ag ainst Cuba and running the risk of another Cuban 
missile-type confrontation with the Soviet Union. 
Johnson also may have been acting out of consideration 
for Robert Kennedy, who as attorney g eneral alleg edly 
approved the CIA plots ag ainst Castro, the source said 
The old Senate intellig ence committee has disbanded, 
and a new intellig ence panel has not yet decided whether 
to continue probing the Warren Commission s lone 
g unman theory. Schweiker said his own staff is pursuing 
promising leads that could link tbe killing to a conspiracy 
involving either pro-Cubans or anti-Cubans

You’ve seen the face in 
history books — cleft chin, 
droopy moustache, high 
forehead and shoulder- 
length hair. 
Know the name and the 
resem bla nce is clea r. 
R ob e r t Lee C u s t e r . 
D escendent of George 
Armstrong Custer, the 
man who lost his life and 
his reputation at the Little 
Bighorn 
Frida y is the 100th 
anniversary of Custer’s 
Last Stand on the ridges of 
Montana. His death ended 
the immediate family line, 
but R.L. Custer, first cous- 
in four g e n e r a t i on s 
removed, says he’ll be at 
the battle site to mark the 
anniversary. 
“ I think it’s appropriate 
that I be there.'’ he said. "I 
don't like everything he 
did, but it's no insult to be a 
Custer.” 
Custer, 21, a dmits it 
hasn t always been easy 
being related to an Indian 
fighter. But it has been in­ 
teresting. 
“ My liberal friends often 
lose their composure when 
they find out,” he said. 
“ But I don’t apologize.” 
He says he has come to 
view the Battle of Little 
Bighorn as an early lesson 
in American vulnerability, 
which must be looked at in 
the context of the times. 
“ I really believe he died 
for our sins,” Custer says. 
“ He tried to carry out the 
sentence passed by white 
America on the Indians 
The settlers wanted to ex­ 
pand and Custer was the 
best man to move the In­ 
dians out. But he didn’t 
hate his enemy ” 
Historian Stephen E. 
Ambrose, a professor at 
the University of New 
Orleans where Custer is a 
student, 
supports that 
theory in a recent book. 
He 
s a y s 
it 
wa s 
overwhelming ambition 
that got the best of Custer, 
not a desire to wipe out the 
Indian race, as others have 
said. 
The blond 
genera l’s 
biggest mistake at Little 
Bighorn, Ambrose writes, 
may have been pushing his 
m en 
too 
ha rd. 
He 
speculates that could have 
been beca use Custer 
wanted a quick victory to 
influence an upcoming 
Democratic convention to 
nominate him for presi­ 
dent 
“ 1 can believe that 
theory,” R.L. Custer says. 
“ He was always dabbling 
in politics. He was am­ 
bitious and egotistica l 
enough to want the job. 
“ Custer made his profes­ 
sion into something of pure 
exhilaration, which not 
many men can do. But he 
was thrown against the In­ 
dians in the na me of 
progress and he blew it. 
They say he laughed just 
before he died. I believe 
that. He’d played the game 
and lost — and he knew it. 
But he says even in 
death, George Armstrong 
Custer and his famed luck 
may have had the last 
laugh — at the expense of a 
then-fledgling New York 
Life Insurance Co. 
It seems a New York 
Life agent based in St. 
Paul, Minn., had insured 
Custer and six of his 7th 
Cavalry officers for $40,- 
000 shortly before they — 
and about 190 companions 
died

Disagreement over length of con­ 
tract and job protection assurances 
have caused members of Chapter 14 
of the California School Employe As­ 
sociation (CSEA) in the Pomona 
U n ifie d Sch o o l D is t r ic t to 
‘ overwhelmingly’’ reject a district 
offer, chapter President Jack Jones 
said today 
“ We will return to management 
early in July to present a full con- 
tract and set up negotiating 
meetings,” said Jones. 
The chapter on July 1 will repre­ 
sent approxim ately 
1,100 non- 
teaching employes of the school dis­ 
trict in negotiating a contract under 
terms of California’s new collective 
bargaining law. 
Jones has been assisted by Pete 
Fry and Troy McGee in negotiating 
efforts so far, but he said the team 
will be expanded when meetings 
resume in July. 
initially, the employes asked for a 
one-year contract, an 8.5 per cent 
pay 'increase and a $300 per employe 
increase in fringe benefits for 1976- 
77. Additionally, they asked that all 
policies, practices, rules and regula­ 
tions assured classified employes un­ 
der the Education Code and the 
Winton Act be kept in effect until a 
new contract could be negotiated 
“ We did not turn down the district 
offer because of money.” said Jones, 
“ but because management asked for 
a two-year contract and was not will­ 
ing to keep in force job protection 
policies agreed to in the past. 


Jones said the district’s 12-page 
counter proposal “ was extremely 
detrimental to the welfare and 
imure of the classified employes."

San Dimas’ city treasurer for the 
past 16 years will no longer be a city 
employe come July 1. Her job is be 
mg eliminated as a “ matter of 
priorities " 
Treasurer Lela Hathaway lost out 
to budget cuts on a 3-2 vote of the 
City Council Wednesday night. Coun- 
cilmen James Lough and James 
McLean cast the dissenting votes on 
the elimination of the $100-a-month 
job 
Mayor Marvin Ersher and Coun- 
cilmen Terry Dippie and Philip Wax 
supported the budget cut after Dip­ 
pie questioned the necessity of the 
position and stated that a staff 
member could absorb the respon­ 
sibilities of the treasurer. 
There was no recommendation on 
which staff member will take over 
these responsibilities 
Mrs. Hathaway was not aware of 
the council decision until informed 
by friends during the San Dimas 
Chamber of Commerce installation 
banquet Thursday night She was dis­ 
mayed and irritated that the decision 
had been made with no prior warning 
to her. 


“ I ’m sorry that the council 
majority didn’t have the nerve to tell 
me about this before they made this 
decision,” Mrs Hathaway said “ I 


attended a budget session with them 
Saturday, but no mention was made 
of this possibility. 
Mrs. Hathaway was appointed to 
the position by the first City Council 
after San Dimas was incorporated 
Stanley Plummer was mayor at that 
time. She has been a long-time friend 
of the Plummers and others, con­ 
sidered members of the old guard in 
San Dimas. 
Mrs Hathaway was paid only $100 
a month to complete the part-time 
tasks of making deposits, checking 
city books, co-signing warrants and 
receipts and an assortment of other 
minor tasks involved in financial 
transactions. 


“ I ’ve worked for San Dimas for 16 
years I love this city and have lived 
here since 1932,” Mrs. Hathaway 
said “ I was going to resign in order 
to travel more But when Barbara 
(H enderson) resigned. I felt 
obligated to the city to remain a 
while longer But this was complete­ 
ly unexpected ” 
Dippie said this morning that he 
first broached the subject because 
“ basically what I wanted to know

Water bills 
will increas e 
in s ome areas 


Customers living in portions of 
Clarem ont. Chino, 
M o ntclair. 
Pomona, Upland and vicinity served 
by the Southern California Water Co. 
will notice an increase in their water 
bill after July I. 
It won’t be so much that they are 
using more water during the hot 
summer months, but the Public 
Utilities Commission has granted the 
water utility a 6.5 per cent rate in­ 
crease to offset higher company 
costs. 
Since the last rate increase 
granted by the PU C , Southern 
California Water’s cost of purchased 
water has gone up 22.2 per cent, 


electricity 7 9 per cent, wages 7 9 per 
cent, and ad valorem taxes 9 7 per 
cent 
In addition, a new replenishment 
assessment of $3,000 has been added 
In adjusting the rates, the PUC 
took into account the $21,300 
decrease in incom e taxes ex­ 
perienced by the utility. 
Even with the increase, the com­ 
pany’s rate of return on investment 
will be only 5 84 per cent, well below 
the 8 3 per cent found reasonable by 
the PUC. 
Bills for a home owner who uses 
2,000 cubic feet a month will go up 
from $7 22 to $7 64. 


Upland Council 
denies claim 


The Upland City Council has 
denied a claim for $1.5 million from 
a traffic accident victim and his 
wife 
The claim is based on a motorcycle 
and car accident on March 19 in 
which the cyclist, Thomas David 
Rodriguez of Cucamonga, suffered 
injuries to his hip, knee, leg, ribs, 
stomach, lungs and head 
The claim asks over $1 million for 
Rodriguez and $500,000 for mental 
and emotional distress suffered by 
his wife, Kathy. 
The accident was at the intersec­ 
tion of Hillside Road and Carnelian 
Street, which is in San Bernardino 
County The claim states that the in­ 
tersection was obstructed and 
dangerous. 
Codefendents in the suit are the 
Cucamonga County Water District, 
County of San Bernardino and State 
of California 
In denying the claim, Upland City 
Council members noted that the in­ 


tersection involved is not even within 
the city. 
Responding to Herb Hafif, plain­ 
tiffs attorney, regarding the claim. 
City Atty. Don Maroney said: 
“ We hope you are not going to sue 
the City of Upland for every accident 
occuring in Southern California ” 
City Manager Lee Travers added 
“ A suit of this type, even while it in­ 
volves a situation outside of the 
realm of the city, makes it appear 
that the city has been careless, 
which is untrue. 
“ Claims of this magnitude are also 
dangerous in that they condition the 
public to think that massive pay­ 
ments are the accepted practice. " 
The suit claims that Rodriguez 
was unable to see approaching 
northbound traffic on Carnelian 
Street because of obstructions on 
Hillside Road east of the intersec­ 
tion 
Rodriguez was hospitalized over 30 
days as the result of the accident

The national clean election law is not being en­ 
forced. 
With the publicity given its writing, the Supreme 
Court’s emasculation and the subsequent revision 
after long debate, there was hope we’d have a 
workable arrangement 
Not so. 
The law's key feature is a provision calling for 
the name, address, business and employment of 
each donor of $100 or more. This to enable voters to 
know where a candidate’s money comes from and 
to whom he may be beholden. 
A detailed list of a presidential candidates donors 
can give clues as to what he is. As distinct from 
what he claims to be. 
A careful run through of reports turned in by 
leading presidential candidates, Democratic and 
Republican, reveals that fewer than half the major 
donors are identified by occupation and or employ­ 
ment. 
Worse yet, even those identifying their occupa­ 
tion for the most part do so in the most general way 
— businessman or business executive, attorney, 
self-employed, farmer, consultant. These terms tell 
us next to nothing. 
When several hundred management employes of 
a major company and their wives give $100 to $1,000 
each, so that donations from that company add up 
to $20,000 or $60.000 or more, we need to know which 
company that is and why there should be this con­ 
centrated giving from one firm. 
The same applies to giving by union members. If 
several thousand members of one union give money 
to the same candidate, and the total adds up to tens 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars, we need to 
know this and why. 
This discussion does not imply that such giving is 
necessarily wrong. But that information would cer­ 
tainly be a clue as to who is backing the candidate 
in question. And a careful search of the methods 
used to induce this concentrated giving could un­ 
cover any improprieties. 
It should be pointed out that this irregularity in 
reporting — this absence of vital information 
required by law — shows up heavily in the reports 
turned in by all three of today ’s leading presidential 
candidates — Jimmy Carter, Ronald Reagan and 
Gerald Ford. 
The Federal Election Commission, set up with 
such fanfare to monitor campaign practices, 
reviews the reports, perfunctorily sends what 
amount to innocuous form letters asking for ad­ 
ditional information. 
That is, the follow-up is minimal and ineffective. 
There is but one way to make the law work for 
presidential candidates. No donation should count 
toward counterpart government funds unless the 
full name, address, occupation, business address 
and company, partnership, union or association 
name is listed. It is as simple as that. 
To go back now and require this information for 
every donation at the $100 level already reported 
would probably be impossible this late in the game. 
But a follow-through would be practical on each 
donation of $400 or more by an individual or com­ 
bination of $400 or more by a husband, wife and im­ 
mediate family. 
The winning candidates could be warned that all 
donations of $100 or more hereinafter reported 
would be eligible for counterpart government funds 
only when the requisite information was given. 
In I960, all candidates for the presidency should 
be warned at time of their announcements of the 
commission’s intention to enforce this policy of no 
money without full information. 


Cu rio u s ca se 
o f $2 b ill 


A minor mystery of the day is whatever happened 
to all those $2 bills — 225 million of them — the 
Treasury Department put into circulation on 
“Twosday,” April 13. 
A lot of people had them postmarked and framed 
as collector’s items. Others are evidently hoarding 
bundles of them in the expectation that they may be 
discontinued, as they were in 1965, and someday be 
worth more than their face value. 
Major reasons for the scarcity of the $2 bill, 
however, seems to be a general lack of public ac­ 
ceptance now that the novelty has worn off. 
Whether it’s due to superstition or the fact that they 
can be confused with other bills, many people don’t 
like them. According to reports from banks around 
the country, merchants don’t like them either and 
are returning them as soon as they get them. 
Nevertheless, the Treasury intends to persist 
and plans to print one $2 for every four $1 bills dur­ 
ing the next several years because of the savings it 
can realize in printing costs. It will have more than 
400 million $2 bills in circulation by the end of June 
and double that number by 1977. 
On paper, that is.

Dr. S I. Hayakawa’s capture of the Republican 
nomination for U.S. Senator has set off a buzz 
among politicians and campaigners as they ponder 
an amazing performance. Few had taken Sam’s 
entrance into the race seriously. Former Lt. Gov. 
Robert Finch who, in 1966 in his only bid for 
statewide office, had outdistanced Ronald Reagan 
by rolling up 100,000 more votes than the head of the 
ticket, was given the odds 
Millionaire Alphonzo Bell, who relinquished a 
safe Congressional seat to seek the office, was con­ 
sidered Finch’s most likely challenger. 
On the face of it it appeared that Finch’s early 
declaration more than a year ago had given him a 
start that would be hard to overcome. Beil poured 
hundreds of thousands of his own money into the 
race to head him off. Former State Senator John 
Harmer jumped into the contest at the last minute 
Reportedly he did so at the urging of Reagan who 
had named him to fill out the unexpired term of Lt. 
Gov. Ed Reinecke following his resignation. 
Reagan has long resented Finch and besides he ap­ 
parently thought Harmer’s entry would bolster his 
own camp in the race against Ford. 
Hayakawa’s campaign, not as lengthy as F inch s, 
as well financed as Bell s, or as flamboyant as 
Harmer’s, was carried out on a low key shoe string 
budget. It actually was a case of the tortoise 
against the hare 
Whether it was uncanny perception on the part of 
the Republicans or just accidental, the post­ 
mortems have it that the GOP couldn’t have chosen 
better among the four to oppose incumbent Senator 
John Tunney in November. 
For despite Finch’s popularity his only other time 
out, that was ten years ago. His resignation from 
office to accept an appointment in Washington as 
HEW secretary had taken him away too long and 
his association with Nixon was bound to be a 
lodestone in an election. 
Bell, a lesser star, couldn’t rally sufficient sup­ 
port within his own party and had to put up his own 
money. He should have learned a lesson from finan­ 
cier Norton Simon who spent $2 million of his for­ 
tune in a futile effort to win nomination for the 
same Senate seat several years ago. And more 
recently from William Matson Roth when in 1974 he 
gambled a cool million of his bankroll in a bid for 
the Democratic nomination for governor. 
Harmer, according to the pundits, would have 
been the weakest to face Tunney, being far too right 
to win D em ocratic votes. He had already 
demonstrated that in his race for attorney general 
(in 1970 and in his inability to hold on to the lieute­ 
nant governor’s job after having been appointed. 
Mervyn Dymally beat him to become the first black 
lieutenant governor in state history. 
Hayakawa emerges as the untainted candidate 
being neither burdened with political associations 
nor philosophies. Until recently he had been a 
registered Democrat. His stand on issues have no 
political hue, supporting conservative issues in 
some cases and liberal causes in others. He calls 
them as he sees them, one by one. 
About the only question which can be raised 
against him would be his age. This could well 
boomerang considering those over 55 constitute the 
most solid block of voters. 
Whatever conclusions one may come to about 
Hayakawa’s victory, it shouldn’t be overlooked that 
his campaign was managed by Jack S. McDowell, 
the Pulitzer prize-winning former Hearst reporter. 
McDowell retired from newspapering to join the 
campaign firm of Spencer-Roberts which had 
engineered Reagan’s road to the governorship. He 
now heads McDowell-Woodard and has been 
building up a string of successes in elections. The 
latest of course has to be his finest hour. For 
Hayakawa pulled it off with the smallest budget for 
a statewide race in many a year. The total spent of 
$100,000 should have been McDowell’s fee for such a 
performance

New 
aids are begin g dev eloped 
that help u s all plan t seeds, 
grow stron g e r, stu rd y 
seedlin gs an d ex ten d ou r 
growin g season . 
Ev ery y ear, we shop 
arou n d to learn abou t the 
n ew produ cts. Then we test 
these items to make su re 
they perform as well as 
claimed. That way , we can 
prov id e a c c u ra te a p ­ 
praisals of these aids an d 
n otes on th eir perfor­ 
man ce. 
Here are some helpfu l 
aids for startin g seeds. The 
Early Start kit con tain s a 
12 by 18 in ch pla stic 
drain age tray with two 
smaller seed sowin g tray s 
to n est in it. You get two 
large bags of plan tin g mix , 
30 rou n d peat pots, stakes 
to label the v arieties an d a 
heatin g cable. 
Bottom heat ben eath 
tray s or pots is helpfu l. It 
warm s soil, en cou rages 
more rapid an d u n iform 
g erm in ation too. This 
techn iqu e is especially u se- 


fu l with hard-to-grow, tin y 
seeds. On ce seedlin gs 
sprou t, grow sev eral in ­ 
ches, y ou can tran sfer 
them to in div idu al larger 
peat pots, or in to the gar­ 
den if the weather is right. 
A n ot h e r 
t y pe 
w a s 
dev eloped for profession al 
n u rseries. It is the Deep 
Root package. The fiv e- 
in ch wide by eight-in ch 
lon g plastic packs are 
filled with plan tin g for­ 
mu la. Each compartmen t 
is two an d three qu arter in ­ 
ches deep to let roots 
dev elop well. On ce plan ts 
get a firm root sy stem, y ou 
sin gle pop ou t the seedlin g 
with root ball in tact an d 
plan t it in y ou r garden . The 
u n its are reu sable. 
Pu n ch ‘N’ Grow kits an d 
Seed ‘N’ Start kits also 
help get seeds sprou ted 
well. The first ty pe has 
seeds preposition ed an d 
properly spaced. Ju st 
water, rev erse the clear 
plastic top u n til seed germ ­ 
in ate an d then remov e it. 
When plan ts hav e sev eral 
sets of tru e leav es, or are 
as tall as the direction s ad­ 
v ise, they can be tran s­ 
plan ted in to larger con ­ 
tain ers or set ou tside in the 


soil 
The other ty pe has a for­ 
tified growin g m ediu m 
with a plastic top. too. This 
con v erts to a waterin g tray 
w h e n 
s e e d l i n g s 
a r e 
sprou ted 
Man y firms an d stores 
offer seed tapes. This is es­ 
pecially u sefu l for proper 
spacin g of tin y seeds. The 
seeds are con tain ed in 
water solu ble tape. When 
watered in garden soil, the 
tape dissolv es, lettin g 
seeds sprou t. Be su re y ou 
plan t ex actly at the proper 
depth, so seeds can pop u p 
an d grow properly 
Try some of these aids 
this y ear. They are han dy 
n ew growin g ex perien ce.

Un like the law protectin g en dan gered an imals, the 
listin g of en dan gered plan ts wou ld n ot prohibit collectors 
from takin g listed plan ts from the wild, if they comply 
with state laws.

Bu t in terstate an d in tern ation al commerce in the listed 
plan ts wou ld be prohibited 
En dan gered ty pes of cactu s, for ex ample, cou ld n o 
lon ger be du g ou t of Sou thwestern deserts to be shipped to 
the East coast for sale. Commercial ex ploitation has been 
a major cau se of the disappearan ce ol man y cacti on the 
proposed list, the serv ice said. 


While a list of en dan gered an imals has been main tain ed 
for y ears, plan ts hav e n ev er before been listed for federal 
protection . 


Keith M. Schrein er, associate director of the serv ice, 
said, “ Most people write off plan ts when they thin k of en ­ 
dan gered species; y et there are man y rare in sects, sn ails 
an d birds which hav e species-depen den t relation ships 
with plan ts. If the plan t goes, so does the an imal, an d the 
u ltimate effect on the ecosy stem cou ld be sev ere.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Telev ision v iewers will 
hav e an opportu nity in 
coming months to sample 
both the tu nny and the 
seriou s sides of entertainer 
Stev e Allen. 
Already airing in some 
cities is a sy ndicated series 
of 10 com edy specials 
which reu nites Allen with 
some of the top comedians 
who worked on his TV 
shows ov er the past 20 
y e a rs , inclu d ing Don 


Knotts, Lou is Ny e, Bill 
Dana. Pat Harrington, Tim 
Conway and Gabe Dell. 
Each program in this 
Lau gh-Back series ru ns 
9 0 minu tes and featu res not 
only new comedy rou tines 
with Stev e and his chu ms 
bu t also som e c la ssic 
sketches they did on his old 
shows. Allen resu rrected 
most of the old black and 
white footage from his own 
files. 
Later this y ear, Allen’s 
seriou s side will emerge in 


M eeting of Minds, six 
one-hour programs that he 
wrote and appears in for 
the Pu blic 
Broadcasting 
Serv ice. 
The format prov ides for 
discu ssion 
of c u rre nt 
national and international 
issu es by famou s historical 
figu res such as St Thomas 
A qu i na s , 
C l e opa t r a , 
Thom as Jefferson and 
P r e s i d e n t 
T he od or e 
Roosev elt, based on their 
w r i t t e n and r e por t e d 
v iews The PBS series will 
present a different fou r­ 
some in each of the six in­ 
stallm ents, with Allen 
serv ing as moderator. 
It’s a series he has been 
nu rtu ring for 16 y ears 
despite repeated rebu ffs 
from the networks and 
other commercial broad­ 
casters who said the idea 
w a s 
a d m i r a bl e 
bu t 
wou ldn’t draw mu ch of an 
au dience. 
Projects of such div erse 
natu re are hardly su rpris­ 
ing from Allen, whose 
abu ndant creativ e talents 
also ex tend to dramatic 
acting, play ing the piano 
and writing poetry , nov els, 
play s and songs. 
But he is best known as a

created so mu ch contro­ 
v ersy when it was bumped 
off commercial TV last fall 
becau se of u nsatisfactory 
ratings. 
In an attem pt at what it 
calls 
‘participatory tele­ 
v ision”, HBO is making a 
toll-free telephone nu mber 
av ailable for v iewers to 
indicate whether they want 
similar programs on the 
network they are pay ing to 
receiv e. 


We shou ld rem em ber 
that this ex periment isn’t 
only abou t the fate of 
Beacon Hill, a program 
abou t which I hav e no 
strong feelings either way . 
The fascinating qu estion 
raised by the fate of that 
unhappy program — does a 
show that is enjoy ed by 
“ onl y ” 
16 ,5 m i l l i on 
v iewers deserv e a place in 
the prime-time schedu le9 
— is a significant one.

Ev en in an im perfect 
world, the answer is obv i­ 
ou sly “y es” . But the point 
of this ex periment has to 
do 
with hearing from 
v iewers directly , without 
the 
interv ention of a 
m i d d l e m a n. 
For this

THE BEACH BOYS BREEZED into San Francisco 
recently for an afternoon of promotional interv iews and 
an ev ening of the Joffrey Ballet. We tagged along to the 
War Memorial Opera House since the first piece was 
“ Deu ce Coupe II,” performed almost entirely to Beach 
Boy s mu sic. This is the sound produ ction of the abstract 
and good-humored ballet, the first premiering three y ears 
ago with the blessing of the Boy s. This v ersion was more 
artsy , with the slowing and speeding of tapes and clas­ 
sical interlu des. 
Afterwards, the Beach Boy s retired to Ernie’s with 
their small circle (100) of friends, where they hosted a 
$5.000 roast beef dinner MIKE LOVE dropped by as we 
tackled the shrimp/artichoke appetizer. He said he liked 
“Deu ce Coupe II” “ 9 9 percent, compared to 50 percent 
for the first.' adding that the inclusion of such songs as 
“Good Vibrations" and “The Warmth of the Sun” would 
be worth another one per cent. 
ROBERT JOFFREY, who v isited later, said those 
tu nes would probably find their way into a fall presenta­ 
tion of a third v ersion in New York — with the Beach Boy s 
supply ing the mu sic liv e

AUSTIN RECORD collector DOUG HANNERS has un­ 
earthed an early ’6 0s albu m called “ Sou ndv ille” (on 
Design Records) that contains cu ts by such biggies as the 
BEACH NUTS and the ROUGH NECKS, among others. 
The albu m sold for 9 9 cents in grocery stores then, but 
now it’d fetch up to $20. The reason: both “ grou ps” in­ 
clu ded LOU REED, JOHN CALE and STERLING 
MORRISON, who later blazed trails of decadence as the 
VELVET UNDERGROUND, ANDY WORHOL’S pet 
grou p of the late ’6 0s. 
Hanners said that one of the Beach Nu ts songs, “ Cy cle 
Annie, 
had approx imately the same tu ne and chunk- 
ehunk rhy thm of such VU anthems as “ Heroin. ” The song 
is about a girl riding a cy cle on the beach, and Hanners 
said that Reed can be heard laughing on the track “at all 
the wrong tim es.”

Bad.' stars CARROLL BAKER, and is being shot in 
Queens, New York. The story line seems fit for a Warhol 
produ ction: Baker is in the electroly sis bu siness and also 
ru ns a boardinghou se in which only hired women killers 
liv e. SUSAN BLOND, who play s a mother who throws her 
baby out the window, was heard protesting to Warhol 
abou t hav ing only a bit part. He told her, “ It’s a small 
pan but ev ery body will remember y ou .”

BILL GRAHAM’S THIRD Oakland Stadiu m concert of 
the season, Ju ne 5, was another su ccess — 43,000 fans 
($36 5,000 gross) showed up to hear BOZ SCAGGS, SAN­ 
TANA, JE F F BECK, TOWER OF POWER. JOURNEY 
and NILS LOFGREN. The show apparently marked the 
end of a feud between Graham and headliner Seaggs, 
dating back to the final Fillmore day s of 19 72. Scaggs had 
used other promoters consistently since, and abou t the 
last time they saw each other — backstage at a concert 
last fall — they ex changed words and almost blows. 
Bu t their reconciliation made good dollars and 
sen se. 
After JEFFERSON STARSHIP canceled ou t of the show 
ju st three weeks beforehand (with 23,000 tickets sold), 
Graham needed to sign up a replacement fast. Local boy 
Scaggs. riding high with the albu m “Silk Degrees” and 
Top 40 single “It’s Ov er,” was av ailable and reportedly 
could use the cash — his recent national tou r was said to 
hav e ru n a debit of ov er $100,000 Graham called Scaggs’ 
manager, IRVING AZOFF, made “a v ery generou s of­ 
fer” (said to be arou nd $50,000), and had a deal ju st like 
that. 
Scaggs wou ldn’t talk abou t his reassociation with 
Graham, bu t Graham said before the show that he con­ 
sidered the hatchet bu ried “ now . . . and forev er.”

AS JE F F BECK DISHED OUT some funk from the 
Oakland Stadiu m stage, we noticed that the woman 
gy rating in her centerfieid bleacher seat nearby was none 
other than PATTI LA BELLE. After the set, we strolled 
ov er She was sitting with her 3-y ear-old son ZURI, 
LABELLE’S SARAH DASH and tennis star ROSIE 
CASALS (“ She teaches us tennis, we teach her how to 
sing, ’ Patti lau ghed). Labelle (“ Lady M armalade” ) had 
been in town since mid-May , working on their nex t albu m 
with DAVID RUBINSON, who’s had some su ccess with 
the POINTER SISTERS, and we wondered why the 
grou p had wandered ou t West to record, “it s time tor a 
change,” Patti responded “The name of the albu m is 
‘Chameleon,’ and as a chameleon changes colors so do 
we ’’ She was tight-lipped abou t their new “colors,” 
though Sarah added that the albu m featu res “more in­ 
tricate v ocals.”

At that point I amu se 
my self by mov ing my lips 
in sy nchronization with his 
as he inev itably goes on to 
say , “ It’s the only wheel in 
town.”

It occu rred to me once that 
no one can really say this

I know some poor souls 
who watch fiv e or six hours 
a day , and they are not 
amu sed, not informed, and 
saddest of all, not ev en 
entertained.

The restaurant, located in the Stater Bros shopp­ 
ing center at the comer of Towne and Foothill, does 
a good take-out business, and there are five tables 
inside for those who wish to eat in.

The Gohs came to the United States In 1985 
because Ernie wanted to open his own business. 
Since his entire family (he’s from Malaysia) is in­ 
volved in the restaurant business, the choice of 
what type of business to go into was obvious. Ernie 
and Berenice (British spelling, she was raised in 
Taiwan) hope to expand soon by opening several 
other fish & chip restaurants in the area. 
Dinner last FYiday night at The Islanders was 
delicious The occasion was the monthly meeting of a 
club I belong to. The Press Club of Southern Califor­ 
nia The management of The Islanders had given us 
a choice of two dinners to select from individually, 
one Cantonese and the other American. We split 
about 50-50 on our orders and the reports 1 heard on 
the service and food ranged from good to excellent 
After dinner, several of us met at DiCenso’s in 
Upland for dancing. We had heard that Tony 
DiCenso had installed a new rock group in the 
restaurant lounge replacing organist singer Bob 
Whittaker. 
Name of the new group is “ Shooting Star,” and a 
good sized Friday night crowd enjoyed listening and 
dancing to their soft rock sounds They'll be there 
for three more weeks, so get in and hear them when 
you get a chance.

Wes Parker thinks the Dodgers do 
not play together as a team, that 
they lack both a field and front office 
leader and that Bowie Kuhn should 
be replaced as baseball commis­ 
sioner. 
The one time Claremont-Mudd and 
Dodger star commented freely on 
fhe Dodgers in particular and 
baseball in general Thursday at 
Anaheim Stadium. 
Parker was one of the guest 
speakers at the weekly sports 
luncheon held when the Angels are 
playing at home. 
Now concentrating on acting and 
television commercials, Parker will 
come out of retirement one day to 
manage and play with the team of 
Hollywood Stars that will play a 
team of writers and broadcasters 
Saturday. Ju ly 10. prior to the 
regularly scheduled Angels-Orioles 
contest. 
“ I ’m a tremendous fan s till," 
Parker told the audience 
I don’t 
think I ’ve missed a Dodger game on 
radio or television this year. I also 
listen to the Angels and (San Diego) 
Padres." 
Then he plunged ahead with 
pungent observations on his former 
team and the commissioner. 
“ The biggest thing I notice is the 
way they play now as compared to 
the way we played when 1 was with 
the Dodgers." he said 
“ We played as a team When I 
came up I learned very quickly that 
individual accomplishment is not im- 
portant. You had to be self- 
sacrificing. You did what was best 
for the team not yourself. 
“ That is not evident today," 
Parker continued. “ I think one of the 
reasons is that the current Dodgers 
all came up to the major leagues at 
the same time. 


No veteran s to lead 


“ There weren’t any veterans to 
lead them. Now they don’t play well 
as a team You see a fragmented ef-‘ 
fort. They don’t have a leader on the 
field or in the front office." 
Parker was referring to a player 
leading them on the field, not 
manager W alter Alston 
When 
someone asked him if he thought 
(coach) Tommy Lasorda should be 
the Dodger manager, he sidestepped 
the issue, the only time he did so on 
any question. 
“ I think Tommy Lasorda would be 
a fine manager, with the Dodgers or 
any other team," Parker replied. 
“ But please don’t ask me if I think 
Tommy Lasorda should be managing 
the Dodgers now. I ’d rather not 
answer that." 
However Wes was not reluctant to 
amplify his remarks on the lack of a 
leader “ in the front office." He 
didn’t question any of general 
manager A1 Campams’ deals, but he 
did make it clear he feels Campanis 
should actively concern himself with 
players’ performances. 
“ When I was there, Park er 
related, “ Buzzie Bavasi (then 
general manager ) would come down 
and chew the players out during the 
game if they didn't hustle." 
As for Bowie Kuhn s move in 
voiding the sale of Oakland players 
Rollie Fingers. Joe Rudi and Vida 
Blue, Parker again was outspoken 
“ I think Kuhn is wrong and. quite 
frankly, I think he usually has been 
wrong," Wes commented “ I do not 
think Kuhn is a good commissioner 
and I think baseball would be better 
off with a different commissioner."

Afterward I had a chance to talk a 
little more with Wes. I wanted to 
know how he felt about the implica­ 
tion that Dodger owner Walter 
O Malley was one of the prime 
movers in Kuhn’s move. 
“ Well, If he was, he shouldn't have 
been," came the rejoinder, “ and no 
commissioner should allow an owner 
to be a moving force.” 
When reminded that the owners 
hire, and fire the commissioner. 
Parker offered this response 
“ That s the crux of the problem 
We should have a commissioner that 
is independent of the owners and the 
ball players. One who will make 
decisions based on what is best for 
baseball and not what is best for 
either the owners or players.” 
The idea is perfect. But I doubt 
anyone could ever persuade the 
owners to make the commissioner’s 
office an independent operation. O i 
the subject of the Dodgers, I 
wondered if they could get untracked 
without a leader 
“ They have so much talent, they 
could do it themselves," was the rep­ 
ly. “ They just have to become totally 
unselfish and work together as a 
team. 
“ They could win. They could beat 
Cincinnati. They have tremendous 
talent. But it takes a tremendously 
unselfish attitude You usually don’t 
achieve that until you get a couple of 
guys standing up and demanding that 
the players get it together as a 
team." 
W ill the real team leader or 
leaders please stand up?

The ruling and Finley s 
reactio n were the latest in 
a wild chain o f ev ents 
which began the night o f 
J une 15 when Finley so ld 
the trio fo r a to tal o f $3.5 
millio n. Blue was so ld to 
the New Yo rk Yankees fo r 
$1.5 millio n, while Rudi

The sale o f the play ers 
set o ff a sto rm o f pro test 
by o wners and managers, 
with Minneso ta Twins 
President Calv in Griffith 
calling it “ a dark day fo r 
baseball .”

brown creatures were 
washed up and stranded. 
Striped bass of 30, 40, 50 
pounds were there. And in 
the misty dawn it was im­ 
possible for fisherman’s 
plug to reach the ocean’s 
surface unmolested. 
A short distance away, 
blocked from view by the 
sharp angle of the beach, 
three old fishermen dozed. 
The fishing was very slow 
Every so often they reeled 
in and checked the worms 
and removed the weeds 
from the hooks. It was a 
nice morning to relax and 
dream of blitzes they had 
known 
For the blitz is the 
motivator that lives eter­ 
nally in the inner sanctums 
of the surf fisherman’s soul 
and lures him back year 
after year to stalk the 
Yankee oceans in search of 
those heavyweight kings, 
the striped bass and the 
biuefish. 
The blitz is governed by 
the tides, the bait and the 
feeding instincts of the 
fish. It can come almost 
anytime or anywhere 
It 
comes with varying inten­ 
sity. The surf fisherman 
knows this. It’s part of his 
romance with the fish that 
lends a sense of mystery 
and adventure and makes 
the fisherman an un­ 
compromising opportun­ 
ist. 
Sometimes the blues, 
their presence betrayed by 
an oil slick, drive and slash 
the frenzied bat until the 
breakers are smeared with 
crimson, and terns and 
gulls shriek as they dive 
repeatedly into the cold to 
pluck up morsels of the 
shattered victims. 
Strong of jaw and sharp 
of tooth, the blues have no 
peer, pound lor pound, 
among savage fighting 
fish. A school travels fast, 
and a hooked blue keeps 
right on going trying to 
keep up. 
They’re 
everywhere 
from Narragansett Bay to 
the Cape in late June and 
July, and will strike almost 
any lure tossed in their 
direction when feeding. 
For as long as anyone 
can remember, they never 
swam north of Cape Cod. 


But about five years ago, 
hordes began showing up in 
the chill icy waters off the 
rocky Maine coast, most 
probably following their 
f a v o rite 
food, 
the 
menhaden. 
The bass arrive off the 
Cape first, more wary than 
the blue and harder for the 
fisherman to hook Small 
school bass of less than 10 
pounds provide the early 
action, perhaps off Poppo- 
nesset Beach in mid-April. 
In mid-May, big stripers 
move into the Cape Cod 
C anal, chasing huge 
schools of herring. The 
canal must be fished from 
shore, and from the arriv­ 
al of the bait fish into mid- 
June, the method of live- 
lining herring produces 
strikes from bass of better 
than 40 pounds. 
At night on the moon 
tides, the fisherman—a 
night fisherman has his 
own bag of tricks—uses 
eei-skins, perhaps turned 
inside out to give them a 
bluish tint as they bump 
along the rocks. 
Rhode Island, though not 
offering the variety of the 
Cape, also has excellent 
spots for bass, such as 
P o in t 
Ju d ith 
and 
Narragansett Bay. 
And the island of Cut- 
tyhunk, Mass. is legendary 
for monster bass. 


Cuttyhunk uses eels, 
especially on the running 
tide on a moonlit night. 
‘‘Never fish at night 
when you have ‘fire’ in the 
w a t e r , ” 
says 
P a u l 
Kukonen, a Worcester out­ 
door film maker, expert 
fisherman and veteran of 
many pursuits of the 
biuefish and the bass. 
On moonless nights, 
plankton lights up the 
water behind a plug, spook 
ing the bass from striking 
“ We’ve fished for hours 
without a strike, then as 
soon as the moonlight hits 
the water the bass begin 
feeding.“ 
Kukonen, who’s fished 
since the late 1920s, is 
known as the “ old gray fox’’ 
for his devious methods, 
typ ic a l of a Y ank ee 
fishennan, 
Kukonen remembers a 


New Yorker who, before 
World War II, would land 
huge bass night after night 
from the canal. “ If you gbt 
near him, he wouldn’t 
bring the bass in until you 
left.” 
Kukonen and friends 
even searched the man’s 
car—but he was too crafty 
to leave a secret rig there. 
F i n a l l y , 
one 
of 
Kukonen s friends cast out 
over the New Yorker’s line 
on a foggy night. Before 
the New Yorker realized 
he had a line and not a fish, 
the Cape Codder reeled in 
his line and cut the New 
Yorker’s rig. 
“ That was the first time 
we ever saw and eel skin 
rig used for casting in the 
canal, ’’ Kukonen recalled.

DFG crack ing down on 
illegal abalone trade 


On Wednesday, June 16. 
Berkeley Municipal Court 
Judge Wilmont Sweeney 
fined Ronald L. Sibert, 38, 
of Cloverdale $500, sus­ 
pended a 30-day jail sen­ 
tence and placed him on 
two years’ probation. 
Sibert had pleaded guil­ 
ty to selling abalone with­ 
out a wholesale fish deal­ 
e r’s license, a misde­ 
meanor which carries a 
maximum penalty of a $500 


J a c k ra bbits 
fa ir ga me 


If you don’t mind the 
heat, you can start hunting 
jackrabbits July 1 in Im­ 
perial County and those 
portions of Riverside and 
San Bernardino counties 
east of Highway 395 and in 
parts of eastern Kern 
County. 
The Fish and Game 
Commission established a 
year-round jackrabbit sea­ 
son and a July 3 - Jan 30 
cottontail season in that 
area where it set this 
year’s mammal regula­ 
tions at its May 28 meeting 
in Los Angeles. The reg­ 
ulations are effective July 
1. 
The seasons follow the 
pattern which exists state­ 
wide except for Los An­ 
geles County, those parts 
of Riverside and San Ber­ 
nardino counties west of 
395 and a portion of Kem 
County west of 395 There 
the season for both jack­ 
rabbits and cottontails 
opens Sept. 1 and closes 
Jan. 30. 
There is no limit on jack­ 
rabbit statewide, but thé 
limit on cottontails, brush 
and pigmy rabbits and 
varying hare is five per 
day and five in possession 
in aggregate of all species. 


fine and six months in jail. 
The recipient of the abal­ 
one, a Berkeley restaur­ 
ant, on March 3. 1976, had 
given Sibert a $2,340 check 
in payment for 360 pounds 
of abalone The check was 
made out to Sibert al­ 
though the bill of sale list­ 
ed the vendor as Acme 
Fisheries of Morro Bay. 
There is no Acme Fisher­ 
ies in Morro Bay, nor is 
there a wholesale fish deal­ 
er or abalone processor in 
the state of California by 
that name, according to 
Department of Fish and 
Game license files 
Nevertheless the res­ 
taurant’s records show 
that it purchased abalone 
from Acme Fisheries three 
times during early 1976 
with a total outlay of 
$8.534.50. In each case the 
check was made out to a 
different individual. 
The seriousness of the 
Sibert case is hardly under­ 
scored by the formal com­ 
plaint or the sentence. Far 
more serious in the eyes of 
Fish and Game Marine 
Patrol Inspector Russell 
Goodrich of Long Beach is 
the origin of the abaiones. 
“ They were taken from 
the north coast where no 
commercial abalone activ­ 
ity is permitted,” Good­ 
rich said. “ And this case is 
just a sample of what’s go­ 
ing on. We re witnessing 
the organized rape of the 
coastline’s few remaining 
virgin abalone beds. 
“ Bootleg north coast 
abalone are being sold to 
restaurants, roadside 
trucks, in bars and even 
door-to-door. I can’t begin 
to estimate the size of the 
illicit trade, but we are 
taking immediate steps to 
find out. The Sibert case is 
just one of several under 
investigation.” 
According to law, all 
commercial abalone div- 


ing and picking is prohib­ 
ited north of Point Lobos 
near San Francisco. 
Some of the richest beds 
of red abaiones that re­ 
main in the state are loca­ 
ted north of Point Lobos 
along the rocky coasts of 
Mendocino and Sonoma 
counties, where during 
minus tides they can be 
picked off the rocks 
For free divers and 
scuba divers I scuba diving 
for abalone is illegal north 
of Carmel) the abaiones 
are even more accessible, 
and they can work during 
high as well as low tides. 
For the bootlegger it’s a 
tempting prospect. 
The situation is wor­ 
sened by the decline of the 
abalone fishery in South­ 
ern California, where com­ 
mercial landings of choice 
species (reds, pinks, 
greens and whites) have 
dropped from an average 
of four million pounds a 
year during the 1950s and 
60s to two million pounds 
in 1975, and that figure in­ 
cluded 
nearly 
700,000 
pounds of the less desir­ 
able black abalone, nearly 
all of which are exported to 
the Orient. 
With the decline in avail­ 
ability of the abalone has 
come, as might be ex­ 
pected, an increase in 
price. Retail fish markets 
in the Los Angeles area 
were selling red abalone 
this week for $11 to $12 a 
pound — when available. 


To stem the decline de­ 
partment biologists re­ 
commended changes in 
both sport and commer­ 
cial regulations. 
The Fish and Game 
Commission followed the 
department recommenda­ 
tions this year by shorten­ 
ing the sport season, re­ 
vising size limits and re­ 
ducing the bag.

66, now th e 
owner of th e Olympic, 
respected boxing promot­ 
er. great-grandmoth er of 
th ree and moth er of th e 
man wh o will referee to­ 
nigh t’s Martial Arts Ch am­ 
pionsh ip between Muh am- 
med Ali and Antonio Inoki 
Sh e began h er associa­ 
tion with th e Olympic wh en 
sh e worked as a trou­ 
blesh ooter for th e Los 
Angeles Ath letic Club, 
wh ich th en owned th e 
facility. Sh e didn’t believe 
th e figh t promoters of th at 
day were doing a good job 
and bad th e place closed 
down. 
In 1941 Cal Eaton took 
over th e auditorium, 
opened it up again and 
talked h er into working 
h alf th e time for h im and 
h alf for th e Ath letic Club. 
Six years later th ey 
married In 1952, th e Olym­ 
pic became all th eirs. Her 
sons by a pr e vi ous 
marriage, Mike and Gene 
Lebell, joined th e venture 
Wh en Cal died it became 
all h ers Mike h elped h er 
manage it and still does 
Today it is th e only

"Th e boy called h ere 
from London to th ank us 
for th e opportunity,” sh e 
told a caller excitedly 
It was h er match maker, 
Don Ch argin, wh o set up 
th e date for Palomino. 


“We h ave brough t Th e

Navy headquarters said 
the ability of officers and 
petty officers to enforce 
grooming regulations will 
be strengthened by adop­ 
tion of the new standards.

James L. Holloway 
succeeded him about two 
years ago and moved 
cautiously to drop some of 
Zumwalt’s innovations in 
Navy lifestyle. 
But it took Navy person­ 
nel officers more than a 
year of study to produce 
the rules now being 
promulgated. 
The old standards said 
that “ the exact minimum 
or maximum length of hair 
is not prescribed ” 
This left the rules “ open 
to

terpretation,” the Navy 
told its commanders.
